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PIUS XII OPENS 
REIGN WITH FER­ 
VENT PEACE PLEA 


Vatican Autho rities Un­ 
prepared fo r Unex pect­ 
ed Decisio n To day 


V atican City. M arch 3— (A P I — 
Pius X II opened his pontificate to ­ 
d ay w ith a stro ng plea fo r peace 
broadcast to the entire C hristian 
world. 
Speaking in Latin from the Sis- 
tine chapel. His H oliness called 
for peace w ith justice and u n d er­ 
standing. 
So sudden and unexpected w as 
the po n tiff’s decision to ad dress 
the w orld less than 21 hours a fte r 
his election yesterd ay tha t even 
V atican au tho rities w ere not pre­ 
pared for it. but an Italian su m ­ 
m ary w as broadcast by g o v ern ­ 
ment radio. 
Pope P iu s appealed for peace 
which, he said, according to his 
iu m m ary. “we all m ust ard en tly 
Jtesire. peace joined w ith justice 
’and charity, peace in the fam ily, 
w ithin natio n s and in all 
men. 
peace w hich signifies m u tu al u n ­ 
d erstand ing and cordial collabora­ 
tion.” 
Like his predecessor, P iu s XI, 
Pius XII m ade peace the keystone 
of his policy, saying the first m es­ 
sage of the vicar of C hrist m u st 
be one of peace. 
“M ay God rew ard those who in ­ 
voke it. w ho desire it w ith pure 
he a rt and who pra y for it and 
hasten it.” he said. 
Pro fo und Emo tio n 
His H oliness began his five-m in­ 
ute m essage w ith an expression of 
profound emotion for “the in s c ru t­ 
able purpose of God” w hich re ­ 
sulted in his election.

than k ed

lege of C ardinals 
of w hich until 
’ esterd av he w as a m em ber. E u ­ 
genio C ard inal Pacelli 
for hav in g 
considered him w o rthy

Then he sent g reetin g s to all
